Death of a Well-Known Th«»tric»t X«a« 


afire r. 


CINCINNATI, March 14.—Col. B. E. J. 


Miles, the well-known theatrical man- 
ager died last night. For weeks h* 
has been afflicted with carbuncles.

Re/mired, That no warrant shall be drawn 


for the pay of any teacher in the public schools 
when during bis or her service as teacher he 
or she has worn In the school any such dress or 
garb distinctive of and Indicating any religious 
order or any attachment or adornment of per- 
sons symbolic of any such religious order, or 
symbolic of the teachings of any particular 
religious creed. 


Mr. T. D. Keller offered a substitute
